FROM NORTH TO SOUTH 
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This mountain journey begins in Grantsville in 
northern Garrett County and continues south 
through Oakland, Mountain Lake Park and 


Deer Park. It is a mountain journey to a Victorian 


time of grace and elegance. 


The Elliott House in Grantsville is an 1870 Victorian 
home on the Casselman River. The home is restored to 
period with antiques and furnishings and is an operat- 
ing Bed and Breakfast. In addition to the beautifully 
appointed rooms in the house, there are several cot- 
tages with private decks on the trout-stocked river, 
very popular with fly fishermen. Amish-made, hand- 
stitched quilts cover the Victorian queen-size beds and 
Victorian antiques from the original farmhouse adorn 
the spaces framed by the original woodwork. 


Traveling south through Garrett County you will find 
dozens of Victorian architectural delights from restaurants 
to homes and businesses. The train depot in Oakland 
was built in 1884 and is a definitive example of Queen 
Anne architecture. The depot was restored and is now 
considered one of the finest historic train depots in the 
country. While in Oakland, pick up a Victorian 
Oakland walking tour map. The map details the history 


of many of the Victorian buildings and homes in 
Oakland. Continuing to Mountain Lake Park, you will 
feast on more examples of Victorian times. A driving 
map is also available. Many of the homes have been 
carefully preserved and restored to historical accuracy 
complete with gingerbread brackets, fretwork and 
spandrels and the multicolor coatings that make them 
true “painted ladies.” 


Deer Park, the home of Deer Park Water, is also an 
area of Victorian architecture where the former home 
of John Garrett, who was the President of the B&O 
Railroad and for whom Garrett County is named, still 
stands. The Deer Park Inn was part of the famous 
Deer Park Hotel Resort from 1872 to 1929. It is now a 
Bed and Breakfast and also a fine dining French 
restaurant. It is restored and furnished with antiques, 
many of which are original to the home, and is listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places, just one of 20 
such sites around historic Garrett County.

ONCE A QUIET STREAM 


Deep Creek was a tranquil stream 
about 60 feet wide, situated between 
Roman Nose Ridge and Marsh Hill 
Ridge. About 50 or 60 little streams 
form the Deep Creek tributary system. 
The main branches include North Glade, 
Meadow Mountain, and Cherry Run. 


THE POWER OF WATER 

Harnessing the power of the 
Youghiogheny River and Deep Creek 
to generate electricity was considered 
1908. That year, the 


Youghiogheny

Power Company 
planned to build a hydroelectric plant 
and three dams: 30’, 75’, and 100’. 
Water-driven turbines were to produce 
However, with 
no financing, the project died. Another 
plan suffered a similar fate in 1914.

Electric Corporation, a subsidiary of 


the Pennsylvania Electric Corporation 
of Johnstown, Pa., acquired rights to 
build dams across Deep Creek and the 
Youghiogheny River. Engineers studied 
the potential for delivering electric 
power from this source. Initial plans 
called for four dams: Deep Creek, 
Sang Run, Swallow Falls, and Crellin, 
plus three powerhouses. 


BUIDLING A DAM, 


CREATING A LAKE 


¢ Construction of the Deep Creek 
dam began on November 1, 1923. 


The Eastern Land Corporation pur- 
chased the land needed for the project. 
The cost of land: $5 - $2,500 an acre; 
average cost: $55 an acre. 


¢ Nearly 8,000 acres of land were 

acquired including 140 farms. Only 

4,500 acres were inundated and in 

some cases, whole farms were pur- 

chased when only a part of the land 

was flooded. Other farms were 

bought because road access was lost 

during flooding. 

¢ Approximately 50 buildings, including 

two schools, were purchased or 

moved to a higher ground. 

¢ About 1,000 men were employed in 

the preliminary dam construction work. 

¢ Over 12 miles of railroad connected 

the B&O Railroad in Oakland to the 

dam and power sites for hauling 

materials and equipment. 

* Two large workmen's accommodations 

were constructed. 

e A quarry was opened and a crusher 

installed to prepare stone for the dam 

and roadways. 

¢ Nearly 15 miles of highway and 

two steel bridges were relocated for 

the project. 

¢ Deep Creek Lake was finally filled 

with water in 1929 — six years after 

the project began. 

e The dam is: 

~ 1,340’ in length. 

~ 86' high from the bedrock formation 
to the top of the dam. 


~ 450’ in width at the base, sloping to 
about 24’ at the top of the dam. 

~ The crest of the water is approxi- 
mately 2,470’ above sea level. 

~ Elevation at the powerhouse is 
approximately 2,030’. 


~ Turbines are 440’ below the intake. 


DEEP CREEK LAKE TODAY 


Today, Deep Creek Lake is owned 
by the state of Maryland and main- 
tained by the Department of Natural 
Resources. Maryland's __ largest 
impoundment at 3,900 acres, Deep 
Creek Lake drains a watershed of 
140,000 acres; measures 12 miles in 
length; and has 65 miles of shoreline. 
Its maximum depth is about 75 feet 
and its average depth is 25 feet. Lying 
west of the Eastern Continental 
Divide, Deep Creek Lake is part of 
the Ohio River Drainage. This means 
that the water from the lake ultimately 
drains to the Gulf of Mexico by way of 
the Mississippi River.

ACCIDENT — FLOWERY VALE 


There are several accounts 


gi related to the naming of 
Accident. One of the more 
plausible include a time when 
|| Lord Baltimore opened western 
Maryland for settlement in 
1774. William Deakins and 
Brooke Beall set out to survey 
the land. When the work was completed, the men discovered 
they had selected the same tract to survey. One of them 
reputedly stated that it appeared that they had selected the 
same land “by accident.” Since the men were friends and 
land was abundant, Deakins proposed that Beall take over 
the survey already made. The tract was named “Accident.” 
The oldest known structure and a key to Accident’s past, 
the Drane House was built in 1797. It is one of the few original 
frontier plantation homes remaining on Maryland’s 
Tableland and a living history of the area’s tobacco-growing 
days. Today, Garrett County Central Industrial Park, 
located in Accident, is home to two internationally respected 
businesses, Phenix Technologies Inc. and Garrett 
Container Systems Inc. Two community parks offer 
Accident’s residents and visitors a fishing pond, pavilion, 
Little League field, and other amenities. “Accident’s 4th of 
July Homecoming” draws large crowds, including relatives 
and past residents, who gather to enjoy a parade, concerts, 
games, and good food.

DEER PARK 
On land _ originally 
owned by Lord 
Baltimore, Deer Park 
traces its history back 
to 1774 when the 
2,000-acre tract was 
surveyed and its name 
patented to A. Stewart. The town grew 
rapidly in the mid-1880s as rail travel made the mountain 
community easily accessible for wealthy summer vacationers 
from Baltimore and Washington. Large, ornate “cottages” 
and luxurious hotels were built to accommodate prestigious 
visitors. The day after their wedding at the White House on 
June 14, 1886, President Grover Cleveland and his bride, 
the former Frances Folsom, arrived in Deer Park to spend 
their honeymoon in the cottage of the Deer Park Hotel. 
Today, this cottage is operated as the Deer Park Inn Bed & 
Breakfast, which also boasts an elegant restaurant featuring 
French cuisine. Some of the other gracious homes of the 
1800s remain today, echoing the faded glory of the railroad. 
Today, Deer Park is the home of two world-famous compa- 
nies. The Flying Scot Sailboat Company, established in 1957 
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within the town limits, has manufactured more than 5,400 
handcrafted state-of-the-art fiberglass sailboats. The pure 
natural water of Deer Park’s Boiling Springs is bottled and 
sold nationally as Deer Park Natural Spring Water.

FRIENDSVILLE 


The site of the first settlement in Garrett County, 
Friendsville was named for John Friend Sr., 

who came to the area in 1765 and bought land 
4 from the Native Americans. When the 
4 C&O Railroad was built in 1890, the town 
became an important shipping point for 
lumber products. Friendsville, along the 
Youghiogheny River, is now most noted 

for its adventure sports arena, which 
includes excellent whitewater and hiking oppor- 
tunities. The arena is positioned at the foot of the 
Youghiogheny corridor, just above the Yough Dam. 
Friendsville is also the home of the Friend Family 
Association's National Heritage Museum and Library, the 
Friendsville Days summer celebration, and an annual fiddle 
and banjo competition.

GRANTSVILLE 


Located in northern 
Garrett County, Grantsville 
was originally known as 
Cornucopia, a 1785 land | 
grant issued to Baltimore 
innkeeper Daniel Grant. 
In 1796, he moved to 
Cornucopia and estab- 
lished Grant's Village, settling along the route constructed 
by General Braddock’s troops during the French and 
Indian War. Along this same route, the Historic National 
Road was built to carry the traffic of the growing population 
and its commerce. Built in 1813 and still standing, the 
Casselman Bridge on the National Road was the largest single- 
span stone arch bridge of its time. An 1818 stagecoach stop 
in Grantsville now houses a restaurant and craft shop. At 
the adjacent Spruce Forest Artisan Village, visitors can tour 
log cabins, school houses, a church and other rustic buildings 
which house a variety of working artisans.

Kitzmiller, which sits on the 
shores of the North Branch of the 
Potomac River, is a close-knit 
community where cups of sugar 
and babysitting services are still Bu

Once a booming coal town, Kitzmiller was one of the 
largest producers and shippers of coal in Garrett County. 
Today, the area provides visitors and residents with 
exceptional outdoor recreation opportunities. Sportsmen 
are greeted with bountiful fishing and hunting experiences 
while others enjoy a picnic in the park or an educational 
stroll through the botanical garden. The Town’s river walk 
creates a scenic excursion for bicyclists, skaters and hikers 
who choose to venture along the North Branch. Kitzmiller, 
maintaining a small-town flavor, welcomes newcomers to 
share its resources.

LOCH LYNN HEIGHTS 


Loch Lynn Heights flourished as a resort area during the 
heyday of the B&O Railroad. The trains carrying visitors 
from the Baltimore/Washington area would stop at the station 
in Loch Lynn, bringing guests to the mountain top luxury 
hotels. The largest of these resorts 
was the Loch Lynn Hotel with an 
{ indoor swimming pool and bowling 
alley, plus an adjacent casino. Fire 
destroyed this lavish resort in 1918. 
Today, Loch Lynn is a family focused 
| community, boasting recreational 
facilities including a playground, 3 soccer fields, 2 baseball 
fields, and a concession stand with rest facilities. The town 
also has a community building with an auditorium and an 
outdoor pavilion. A schedule of events and entertainment 
is available at the town hall. There are 21 businesses based 
in Loch Lynn Heights, including WKHuJ, the local FM 


radio station.

MOUNTAIN LAKE PARK 

Established in 1881, Mountain Lake Park was a 
Chautauqua-style summer resort. From 1882 until 1942, 
thousands of visitors from throughout the region would 
visit the Park to enjoy the cool, clean mountain air and the 
numerous cultural, educational, and recreational activities 


offered by the Chautauqua program. The B&O Railroad 
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provided a convenient 
escape from the hot 
summers in Baltimore 
and Washington, 
D.C. Visitors to the 
center included 
President William 
Howard Taft, Mark 
Twain, William 
Jennings Bryan, and evan- 
gelist Billy Sunday. Recreational activities 
included tennis, bowling, croquet, swimming and 

boating on the 32-acre lake. Individuals could also enjoy a 
variety of performances in the 5,000-seat amphitheater. 
Today, Mountain Lake Park is a quiet residential community. 
It is noted for its unique character and rich variety of 
Victorian architectural style homes that have been listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places. For the past 82 
years, Mountain Lake Park has also been the home of the 
Western Maryland Clay Court Tennis Championships, 
held in August. Located 1 mile east of Oakland on 
Maryland Highway, Mountain Lake Park is Garrett 
County’s largest municipality.

OAKLAND 


The National Historic Trust has 
designated Oakland a National 
w@ (Vain Street Community. Serving as 
Garrett County's seat, this town 
offers some unique business oppor- 
tunities through the Main Street 
program in association with the 
Greater Oakland Business 
Association (GOBA). The 1884 Queen Anne- style B&O 
Train Station is the architectural and historic centerpiece of 
the town. The community includes an amphitheater and fit- 
ness trail affording easy access to downtown, the Garrett 
County Historical Society Museum, numerous businesses, 
the historic Oakland Hotel site, a pedestrian bridge over 
the headwaters of the Youghiogheny River, and 
Washington Spring, the site where George Washington 
allegedly drank from the stream. Parks in Oakland provide 
ample space for recreation. The largest is Broadford Lake, 
with pavilions, playgrounds, ball fields, 140 acres of water 
and a 600-foot sandy beach that welcomes swimmers and 
fishing enthusiasts. Oakland also boasts an 18-hole 
championship golf course with a pro shop, dining facilities, 
and clubhouse.

Most of these can be viewed, some can be toured, and two are at undisclosed locations. 
Many are still in operation today, while others are privately owned. 


CIVIL WAR TRAILS 


You are invited to follow the Civil War Trail signs throughout 
the County and visit more than 400 Civil War sites in 
Maryland and Virginia. A free Gettysburg Invasion and 
Retreat brochure and map guide is available at the Visitors 
Centers. The first Civil War Trail gateway marker is at the 
Deep Creek Lake Visitors Center. Located just north of 
Oakland on Herrington Manor Road near the Youghiogheny 
River Bridge, the second site sits at Fort Alice. During the 
war, the Confederates disarmed the Federal garrison, 
destroyed the fort and burned the railroad bridge. The site of 
the third marker is the victorian, Queen Anne-style B&O 
Railroad Station and Visitors Center in Oakland where 
Confederates took control of the town for a day to disrupt 
Union troop and supply movements on the B&O Railroad. 
While at this site, you can purchase the Civil War Centennial 
Issue of The Glades Star for $3.50. It contains 45 pages of arti- 
cles about Garrett County Civil War activity. The fourth site 
honors Union General Benjamin F. Kelley who was assigned 
to protect the “Iron Horse” and later in the war, acquired 
property in Swan Meadows for a horse farm. Wounded and 
broken down horses removed from the battlefields were put in 
freight and express cars and hauled up the mountain by the 
[ron Horse. If they could walk four miles from the railroad station, 


there was a good chance they would recover from their 
injuries. The final marker is located at Altamont, where 
Confederate Rangers attacked the B&O railroad and sent a 
captured locomotive careening toward Oakland. As travel 
throughout the County, watch for the signs and enjoy your 
drive through the Civil War History of Garrett County.

6. Children ages 7 and under must wear their PFD’s. 
7. A valid registration must be on board and correctly displayed. 
8. Water-skiing is not permitted within 100 ft. of docks, shore, boats, or other people. 
9. Navigation lights must be displayed between sunset and sunrise. 
0. Boating Safety Certificates required for those born on or after July 1, 1972. Contact

prea Regulations for Deep Creek Lake: 

1. Vessels may not exceed 26 ft. in length, except pontoon boats, which may not 
exceed 30 ft. 

. Sirens are not permitted. 

. Houseboats are not permitted. 

. Engines may not exceed the manufacturer's recommended capacity, or total 
displacement of 550 cubic inches - whichever is less. 

. Parasailing is not permitted on the lake. 

. Vessels shall be muffled so as not to exceed state noise level limits. 

. No garbage, sewage or other waste materials may be discharged into the lake. 

. Aircraft are prohibited on the lake and buffer strip. 

. Personal Watercraft (PWC), a motorized vessel which can only carry the number 
of persons as specified by the manufacturer, may not be operated on the lake 
between |] a.m. and 4 p.m. on: Sat., Sun. and Memorial Day weekend and Sat., 
Sun. and holidays from July | through Labor Day. 

In adodttion to all other boating regulations, PWC must abide by a set of their own regulations, a 
Jew of which are: 
1. Persons must be at least 16 years of age to operate a PWC. 
2. All persons aboard a PWC must wear a Coast Guard approved PFD. 
3. A person may not operate a PWC in a negligent manner; i.e., jumping the wake of 
other vessels within 100 ft. of vessel. 
4. A person may not operate a PWC between the hours of sunset and sunrise. 


Restricted Skiing Areas and Speed Zones: 

1. On Deep Creek Lake, a person may not operate a vessel towing a skier, an aqua- 
plane, or similar device within 100 ft. of any bridge. 

2. Water-skiing is not permitted beyond the buoys in the upper end of North Glade 
Cove from 12 p.m. until sunset each Sat., Sun. and holidays. 

3. A person may not operate a vessel at a speed in excess of three knots within 100 ft. 
of the shoreline anywhere on the lake, except that a person may tow a skier from a 
dock or shore and then immediately exit the restricted area. 

4. A person may not operate a vessel in excess of three knots between the hours of 
1] a.m. and 4 p.m. on Sat., Sun. and holidays from the Memorial Day weekend to 
Labor Day in the area which lies between Beckman’s Cove and North Glade Cove. 

5. A person may not operate a vessel at a speed in excess of three knots at any time 
in the following areas: Meadow Mountain Run, east of the Meadow Mountain 
Bridge; McHenry Cove, north of the restriction buoys; upper end of Red Run 
Cove, southwest of the restriction buoys; Thayerville Cove, southwest of a line of 
buoys extending from the easternmost point of the Arrowhead peninsula; upper 
end of Hoop Pole Cove, southwest of the restriction buoys; and upper end of 
Pawn Run Cove, northwest of the restriction buoys.
